Nursery School to 
Keep Summer Class 

The Sierra Madre Community 
Nursery School will have its 
usual summer school program 
of eight weeks, June 20 to Au¬ 
gust 12, according to Mrs. Mar¬ 
jorie Green, director. 

Full enrollment is planned 
in all groups. The school’s mod¬ 
ern building is insulated 
against heat and there are 
many large shade trees in the 
yard, thus providing an ideal 
setting for summer activities. 

Since many children in the 
oldest group v/ill be “graduat¬ 
ing” and not staying on through 
the summer, there will be room 
for several new children pro¬ 
viding they will be old enough 
to enter kindergarten in the 
fall. 

Because of the long waiting 
list parents are advised to reg¬ 
ister their children very young. 
There is no obligation involved 
in registering. Names may be 
removed from the waiting list 
on request if parents change 
their plans. However, early reg¬ 
istration gives the child priority 
when he is old enough to enter. 


Tax Election 
First Defeat 
For Schools 


Sierra Madre lost the first 
school tax election in its his¬ 
tory last Friday when 841 vot¬ 
ers said “No” to a proposed tax 
increase from 90 cents to $1.45 
per hundred assessed valua¬ 
tion. Those who voted “Yes” 
for a 55-cent increase for an 
indefinite period totaled 597. 

The results came as a sur¬ 
prise to many who had heard 
Dr. C. C. Carpenter, assistant 
superintendent of Los Angeles 
County Schools, when he re¬ 
marked at the January meeting 
of the local School Board that 
a tax election had never been 
defeated in the county. 

However, according to Mrs. 
Isabelle F. Steele, chairman of 
the Sierra Madre Property 
Owners’ Committee which 
fought the proposed increase, 
the surprise was a pleasant one 
to those who shared the com¬ 
mittee’s opinion in its advocat¬ 
ing a "hold the line” policy. 

Members of the School Board 
and their sympathizers natu¬ 
rally were disappointed but 
have made no statement except 
to say that their immediate 
concern is to study the prob¬ 
lem of the curtailments that 
must be made. They say that 
current expenses cannot be met 
at current standards with the 
pfesent revenue. They hope to 
make the necessary curtail¬ 
ments without affecting class¬ 
room teaching. 

It is believed that a new tax 
election will be presented with¬ 
in another 12 months. 

Voting at the four polling 
places ran as follows: Canyon 
Swimming Pool Bathouse — 9 
yes, 146 no. City Hall—201 yes, 
272 no. City School—173 yes, 
247 no. Park House—131 yes, 
176 no.

Even though her activities in 
the fields of art, including 
sculpturing and fine silver 
work as well as painting, are 
major factors in her life these 
pursuits are merely some of 
many. Taking care of the half¬ 
acre around her house requires 
time and effort, and when it is 
the hour for tea and toast there 
must be a fire in the fireplace 
whenever weather requires. All 
of five feet tall, she does most 
of her own work and still finds 
time to enjoy her leisure.

Profiles of Local Artists

Here I am with my begging 
bowl again. Even if the Salk 
vaccine fulfills our fondest 
hopes, it will be a long time 
before most of us are vacci¬ 
nated and years before many 
thousands of persons already 
crippled by polio can receive 
the treatment which will re¬ 
store them, or come as near to 
restoring them as anything can. 

In our little city there are 
at least a dozen persons who 
have been greatly benefited by 
the Sister Kenny Hospital and 
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Adele Richardson, whose 
painting is more her avocation 
than a profession, is a British 
subject who has lived in her 
own home in Sierra Madre 
since 1938. Granted a perma¬ 
nent residency by the United 
States Government, she evi¬ 
dently took the word “perma¬ 
nent” quite seriously consider¬ 
ing that she has never been 
away from that home for a full 
24-hour period except last year 
when the threat of flood forced 
her to leave overnight, and once 
before when a radio show, 
“Hobby Lobby,” paid her rouild 
trip expenses from Sierra Ma¬ 
dre to New York City in 1939. 

The reason for her appear¬ 
ance on the radio program— 
her hobby of collecting family 
antiques — is quite obvious to 
anyone who visits her home at 
317 Grove. From a modest, vine 
covered exterior one enters a 
living room rich in history that 
reaches not only to Canada and 
England but as far as India 
where her grandfather fought 
in the Indian Mutiny. Burning 
logs in the fireplace and an 
electric organ beyond it form a 
background to a room full of 
antique furniture so rare and 
beautiful that the conversation 


cannot be limited to the single 
subject of art for very long. 

Adele, who was born in Tor¬ 
onto, Canada, first used a paint 
brush to copy pictures on the 
walls of her home that changed 
from Canada, the West Indies, 
Wales, and then to Devonshire, 
England. Although a series of 
illnesses in the family inter-' 
rupted her experiments in art, 
her work eventually led to 
sculpturing which she later re¬ 
newed along with her painting 
at the Polytecnic School of Fine 
Arts in London during the win¬ 
ter of 1937-38 after her first 
visit to Sierra Madre the pre¬ 
vious year. 

She had found Sierra Madre 
through an aunt in Pasadena

$25,000 a week. It's no mystery 
to most of us who have been 
there. They get most of it back 
at the gaming tables. 

* * * 

What do you think about the 
Finn twins, and what should 
we ordinary folk do about 
them? I think they are being 
unjustly and viciously treated. 

Uncle Sam sold a surplus 
plane to a school district. Later 
the Finns bought and paid for 
it, feeling they had a perfect 
legal right to buy it. Asserting 
the school had no right to sell 
it, Uncle Sam seized the plane. 
After failing in many efforts 
to get the U.S. attorney in Los 
Angeles to consider their claims, 
the Finns performed a citizens’ 
arrest on him. For that they 
were jailed for “interfering with 
a Federal officer in perform¬ 
ance of his duty.” 

After that a Federal court 
ruled that the Finns had been 
right all along, had a right to 
buy the plane and the govern¬ 
ment had no right to take it 
from them. Yet because their 
citizens’ arrest embarrassed the 


U.S. attorney for perhaps half 
an hour, the Finns are being 
jailed in a mental institution 
in Missouri, where they have 
no friends and people know 
nothing of the case. 

The Finns served as pilots in 
the war and give plenty of evi¬ 
dence of being far above nor¬ 
mal in intelligence. What are 
the American Legion and VFW 
doing for them? 

Why shouldn’t a lot of us 
write the President and our 
Congressmen about them? To 
me it looks like cruel and un¬ 
usual punishment to send two 
good citizens to prison for do¬ 
ing what they thought they 
had a right to do, especially 
after a Federal court has de¬ 
cided the plane really was 
theirs. 

A criminal record and a sen¬ 
tence of a year in jail are 
mighty poor pay for two men 
who served their country well 
when it needed men.

MEN, WOMEN AND PIANOS 

by Arthur Loesser 

Arthur Loesser, pianist, 
teacher and musicologist, has 
written the social history of the 
piano in his comprehensive 
book, “Men, Women, and Pia- 
anos.” He traces the mechani¬ 
cal development of the instru¬ 
ment, and the evolution of its 
music from the harpsichord of 
1648 to the mightly concert 
pianoforte of today. 

Composers, publishers, manu¬ 
facturers, the true artist and the 
charlatan; the place the piano 
attained in the home and in 
society; its usefulness to so¬ 
cially ambitious mothers—all 
are treated in this scholarly 
but eminently readable book 
which sparkles w-ith wit and 
satire. 

One of the surprising features 
of the book is the exposition 
of the fads in the types of 
music performed, two of the 
most popular pieces for piano 
ever written being “The Battle 
of Prague,” complete with 
marches, bugle-calls, shots and 
the cries of the wounded 
which reigned as a favorite for 
over half a century-, and “The 
Maiden’s Prayer,” a sentimen¬ 
tal ditty which pleased the 
American public for an equal 
period. 

This is a long book, w-ell 
worth the reading by anyone 
interested in history, music, or 
fine writing. 

ACT OF GOD by Margaret Ken¬ 
nedy 

Life was relatively tranquil 
for Dickie and Christina Patti- 
son until the disappearance of 
Conrad Swann, the local celeb- 
riey. In the hectic weeks that 
followed, the Pattisons’ mar¬ 
riage was nearly wrecked. 
Christina felt impelled to care 
for the children Swann had 
abandoned and Dickie got in¬ 
volved in village politics over 
the disposition of a weird 
piece of scultpure that Swann 
had left behind. Her portray¬ 
al of the children is skillful 
and one wishes they appeared 
in more of the chapters instead 
of so much of some of the 
disagreeable characters in the 
book.

of maintenance, with $150 re¬ 
quired to meet that minimum 
for 1955. 

The cleanup at the cemetery, 
he said, has begun and will be 
completed by Memorial Day.

“I am sure,” Mrs. Holmes 
declared, “that everyone who is 
familiar w i t h the American 
Cancer Society’s contribution 
to the fight against cancer will 
feel that the dollars he gives 
this month to the Cancer Cru¬ 
sade will be a sound invest¬ 
ment in the battle to rid this 
country of a deadly foe that 
strikes an estimated one out of 
every four Americans.”

The Rev. George Lindsay’s 
sermon at the Congregational 
Church this Sunday will be en¬ 
titled: “The Faith of Our Fami¬ 
lies.” 

Last Sunday Rev. Lindsay 
said: “When we are children 
we depend on external author¬ 
ity, that of our parents, to con¬ 
trol most of our lives, but the 
mark of growing maturity in 
the child is his ability to make 
his own decisions, not by rea¬ 
son of any external authority, 
but by the innner controls 
which he develops.” 

Describing the similar pat¬ 
tern in the relations of people 
and their government, he con¬ 
tinued: 

“In the face of the alarms of 
the times, some misguided peo¬ 
ple have, in the name of patri¬ 
otism, insisted that there needs 
to be external controls, in the 
form of oaths, restrictions and 
investigations. By so doing, 
they have retarded the devel¬ 
opment of democracy.” 

That the same pattern pre¬ 
vails in the realm of faith, Mr. 
Lindsay showed by outlining 
the way in which external au¬ 
thority—of Church, Pope, Creed 
or Scripture—has sought to 
supplant the inner authority of 
the Spirit, which is of God, and 
to which Jesus always ap¬ 
pealed. 

“We face, today, a great de¬ 
cision, between the external 
authority of Church or State, 
and the internal authority of 
God. One cannot supplant the 
other. Only if we have the

“WITH BANNERS FLYING" 
By Raynor Smith 

In C. S. Lewis’ Screwtape 
Letters an elderly devil in hell 
is giving advice to a junior 
tempter on earth. An appalling 
situation has taken place in 
that the intended victim has 
joined a church. Screwtape ex¬ 
presses the tragedy thus: “As 
we see (the church) spread out 
through all time and space and 
rooted in eternity, terrible as 
an army with banners. That, I 
confess, is a spectacle which 
makes our boldest tempters un¬ 
easy.” 

The reality of the situation is 
that the church is the one 
thing that lifts life above the 
level of hell. It is the church 
that empowers life to overcome 
sin, that gives life a fellowship 
to counteract loneliness, that 
gives life a fourth dimension 
of eternity. 

Consider, first, that it is the 
church that leads one to that 
source of power which frees one 
from sin. Each of us has a way 
of trying to define sin so that 
we think we are free from it. 
Each of us, however, is a vic¬ 
tim of some form of sin. Gian- 
Carlo Menotti has defined sin 
in terms of “all that we might 
have done that we did not do.” 
No one is above having done 
less than his best. But the 
Church will not let us become 
complacent about our short¬ 
comings. It shows us our pos¬ 
sibilities and then brings us to 
the person of Christ who em¬ 
powers us to fulfill our possi¬ 
bilities. 

Consider, second, that it is 
the church which gives life a 
fellowship to counteract loneli¬ 
ness. T. S. Eliot in The Cocktail 
Party has said that "Hell is 
oneself . . . alone.” William 
Morris echoes this when he 
says, “Lack of fellowship is 
hell.” The church comes as a 
heavenly fellowship, driving a 
sword into the heart of loneli¬ 
ness. “Where two or three are 
gathered together” in the name 
of Christ there is his resurrec¬ 
tion presence to be found. 
Through the fellowship of be¬ 
lievers each person finds the 
Eternal Companion. 

Consider, third, that it is the 
church that gives life a fourth 
dimension of eternity. It is the 
devil’s strategy to keep one’s 
eyes on the clock and the 
ground. It is the strategy of 
God to lift one’s eyes beyond 
the clock and the calendar, be¬ 
yond time and space. Ola 
Winslow writes of how the ear¬ 
ly New Englanders built their 
meeting houses at the center of 
their villages. The significance 
of this was that “In some way 
it teased the thought of village 
men and women beyond village 
boundaries, and the Here and 
Now of their lives. It stood for 
the eternal against the tran¬ 
sient.” This is especially true 
of the church. It lifts our minds 
beyond the boundaries of our 
narrow lives, beyond the tread¬ 
mill of the Here and Now of 
our lives. It lifts our eyes be¬ 
yond the transient annoyances 
of earthly existence to the eter¬ 
nal reaches of the Kingdom of 
Heaven. It gives us a destiny 
beyond history that provides us 
with a mission within history. 

In a world of despair, it is 
the Church—with banners fly¬ 
ing—that stands as the hope 
of man.

them. They just naturally love 
to sail.
